It  was  a  hot  August  afternoon,  but  it  was  a 
fitting  opening  to  a  spectacular  Sig  Ep 
weekend!  As  the  excitement  of  hotel  and 
Conclave  registration  for  hundreds  of  Sig  Eps 
settled  in  to  an  organized,  almost  unnatural  lack 
of  confusion  late  Friday  afternoon,  the  chapter 
members  and  alumni  grew  noticeably  anxious 
for  the  35th  Grand  Chapter  Conclave  to  begin. 

Kicking  off  festivities,  brothers,  wives,  and 
guests  gathered  at  pool  side  for  a  buffet  dinner 
beneath  the  towering  cliffs  which  surrounded 
the  Arlington  Hotel  in  Hot  Springs.  Then  finally, 
in  between  dinner  and  browsing  through  the 
many  displays  outside  the  meeting  hall 
illustrating  the  Fraternity's  history,  quality 
ratings,  and  prominent  alumni,  conventioneers 
were  beckoned  to  move  into  the  ballroom  for 
the  opening  session  of  the  35th  Grand  Chapter 
Conclave  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 

As  the  lights  dimmed,  and  the  chapter 
delegates  took  their  places  behind  their  chapter 
placards,  the  excitement  grew  intense.  At  once, 
with  lights  out,  music  filled  the  hall  and  a  three 
screened  multi-media  show  helped  set  the  state 
for  an  unforgetable  experience. 

Following  the  opening  introductions  by 
Executive  Director  Charles  N.  White,  Jr.  of  the 
National  Board  of  Directors,  District  Governors, 
and  Headquarters  staff,  Grand  President  Jack  D. 
Wheeler  stepped  to  the  podium  to  address  the 
700  Sig  Eps  and  guests.  In  his  message.  Brother 
Wheeler  used  words  of  our  Fraternity  Creed  to 
relay  his  feelings  .  .  . 

"I  believe  that  to  be  a  good  member,  I 
must  be  loyal  to  my  Fraternity.  In  order  to 
be  loyal  to  it,  I  must  love  it.  In  order  to  love 
it,  I  must  strive  constantly  to  make  it 
worthy  of  my  love.  And  to  be  loyal  to  my 
Fraternity,  I  must  gain  a  knowledge  of  it  so 
that  I  may  understand  it."

Chapter  Associations  Approved        Board  Votes  to  Rejoin  N.I.C. 


Changes  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's 
alumni  organizations  were  approved 
by  the  Fraternity's  National  Board  of 
Directors  during  the  35th  Grand 
Chapter  Conclave  in  Hot  Springs, 
giving  formal  recognition  to  Chapter 
Alumni  Associations,  along  with  the 
already  established  Alumni  Chapters. 

Chapter  Alumni  Associations  may 
be  organized  by  alumni  for  the 
purpose  of  supporting  a  particular 
undergraduate  Sig  Ep  chapter 
through  its  activities,  and  are  not 
designated  by  geographical  areas  as 
are  alumni  chapters,  but  rather  by  the 
undergraduate  chapter's  name. 
Chapter  Alumni  Associations  may 
apply  to  Headquarters  for  a  special 
recognition  certificate,  and  must 
meet  the  following  requirements: 
hold  at  least  three  meetings  per  year; 
have  attendance  of  at  least  15 
brothers;  send  regular  reports  to  the 
Journal  on  activities;  have  a  Chapter 
Alumni  Advisor  working  with  the 
undergraduate  chapter  as  a  member 
of  its  Alumni  Board. 

Differs  From  Alumni  Chapters 

Alumni  Chapters  are  chartered 
units  of  the  Fraternity.  Each  Alumni 
Chapter  has  one  vote  in  the  Grand 
Chapter  Conclaves.  To  be  chartered, 
an  Alumni  Chapter  must  meet  the 
following  requirements  as  specified 
in  the  Fraternity's  Book  of  Laws: 
meet  at  least  three  times  annually; 
membership  open  to  brothers  of  any 
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New  Chapter  Alumni  Association  Ceriiticate 

Sig  Ep  chapter;  establish  a  dues 
structure;  have  an  average 
attendance  of  15  brothers;  submit  a 
written  petition  along  with  a  $25 
charter  fee  to  the  Headquarters  for 
consideration  by  the  National  Board 
of  Directors.  There  are  no  annual 
dues  required  of  Alumni  Chapters. 

Alumni  Associations  are  no  longer 
formerly  recognized,  but  instead, 
those  groups  now  meeting  are  urged 
to  fulfill  the  requirements  and  apply 
to  the  National  Board  of  Directors  for 
a  charter  as  Alumni  Chapters. 

Currently,  Headquarters  lists  the 


At  its  August  meeting,  the  National 
Board  of  Directors  voted  to  rejoin  the 
National  Interfraternity  Conference 
(NIC).  This  action  came  almost  five 
years  after  the  Fraternity  had  ter- 
minated its  membership  in  the 
Conference. 

Upon  resigning  from  the  NIC  in 
late  1972,  the  National  Board  of 
Directors  expressed  their  concern 
about  the  costs-benefits  ratio  for  the 
larger  fraternity  since  annual  dues 
were  based  on  a  per  chapter  charge. 
Other  concerns  were  in  regard  to  the 
programs  and  direction  of  the 
Conference  and  its  effectiveness  as  a 
spokesman  for  the  Fraternity  system. 

Since  1972,  the  Board  has  regularly 
reviewed  the  NIC's  progress  and.

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Delayed;  Delivery 
Scheduled  for  January 


During  the  last  year,  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  embarked  on  a  massive 
undertaking  by  authorizing  the 
College  and  University  Press  of 
Falls  Church,  Virginia  to  research, 
compile,  and  publish  a  directory  of 
all  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  alumni. 

You  probably  recall  receiving  a 
questionnaire,  one  or  two 
verification  phone  calls,  and 
possibly  a  second  follow-up 
questionnaire  requesting  in- 
formation on  your  address  and 
career  information,  as  did  all 
78,000  Sig  Ep  alumni.  And  while 
the  publisher's  questionnaires  and 
phone  calls  were  made  for  the 
purpose  of  gathering  information 
for  the  Directory,  they  were  also 
used  to  request  your  order  for  the 
Directory  at  a  cost  of  $29.95  (plus 
postage).  It  Is  Important  to  note 
that  the  Fraternity's  contract  with 
the  publisher  specifically 
prohibited  any  use  of  "high 
pressure"  selling  techniques. 

This  was,  indeed  a  huge  project, 
and  the  response  has  been 
tremendous  .  .  .  nearly  10,000  pre- 
publication  orders  for  the  directory 
have  been  received! 

The  publication  was  authorized 
in  1976  by  the  Fraternity's  National 
Board  of  Directors  for  one  pur- 
pose; to  enable  the  Fraternity  to 
have  a  record  of  career  fields  in 
which  our  alumni  are  working.  This 
reference  information  will  prove 
invaluable  for  pinpointing 
specialized  alumni  talents  and 
assisting  with  specific  chapter 
needs  around  the  country,  and  for 
helping  to  provide  resources  for 
our  student  brothers  who  are 
preparing  to  enter  the  many,  many, 
different  career  fields  open  to 
them  today.  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Is 
not  profiting  financially  from  the 
directory  project  In  any  way. 

Production  Delay 

The  directory  project,  now  a  year 
old,  has  generated  a  greater 
response  from  alumni  than  an- 
ticipated. However,  delivery  of  the 
directories,  originally  scheduled 
for  August  of  this  year,  has  been 
repeatedly  delayed  until   January. 

This  has  been  a  major 
disappointment,  and  we  owe  a 
great  deal  of  thanks  to  alumni  who 
ordered  directories  for  their 
patience.

National  Enrollment  Report 

Dr.  Garland  G.  Parker,  Cincinnati,  '37,  Executive  Director  of  the  Office  for 
Enrollment  Policy  and  Educational  Research,  says  that  his  studies  reflect  a 
3.7%  increase  in  college  enrollments  this  year,  but  cautions  about  categorical 
trends.  Despite  the  overall  student  increase,  full-time  student  totals  reflects  a 
less  than  1%  increase;  the  number  of  freshmen  decreased  1.4%  in  the  678 
schools  surveyed.  Part-time  enrollment  at  two-year  schools  increased  by  more 
than  17%,  but  part-time  enrollment  at  four-year  schools  dropped  by  .5%. 
When  the  study  is  completed,  some  3,000  institutions  will  have  been 
surveyed.  Brother  Parker  says  that  the  "lagging  freshmen  enrollments  no 
doubt  reflect  the  slowing  count  of  high  school  graduates,  the  excessive  level 
of  teenage  unemployment,  uncertain  economic  conditions,  escalating  living 
costs,  rising  student  fee  levels,  and  inadequate  student  financial  aid  funding." 

Chapter  Scholarship  Funds 

A  listing  of  Chapter  Scholarship  Funds  was  published  in  the  October  issue 
of  the  Journal.  Many  of  those  funds,  such  as  Indiana  Delta's  "Pop"  Long 
Scholarship  Fund,  need  the  support  of  alumni  from  those  chapters  in  order  to 
help  the  funds  grow  and  provide  larger  scholarships  for  brothers  from  the 
chapters.

Quality  Rating  Out 

The  53rc)  annual  quality  ratings  of  national  fraternities  and  sororities  has 
been  published  and  distributed;  the  figures,  compiled  by  the  College  Survey 
Bureau  of  Los  Angeles,  California,  rates  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  third  in  overall 
national  quality  of  46  fraternities  rated,  with  74.4%  of  all  chapters  rated  in  the 
upper-half  -n  quality  on  their  campuses.  First  was  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  with 
80.5%,  and  second,  Sigma  Chi  with  79.9%.  Of  21  national  sororities  rated,  Chi 
Omega  was  t(rst  with  83.8%,  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma  was  second  with  80.6%, 
third  was  Delta  Delta  Delta  with  74.6%.

Job  and  Career  Search— What  Do  You  Do  After  Collecting 
the  Diploma?

As  discussed  in  the  last  issue  of  the 
Journal,  employers  look  for  key 
characteristics  when  interviewing 
applicants:  personal  qualifications; 
grades;  specialized  courses;  part- 
time/summer  employment;  experience  in 
campus  activities,  and  a  general 
background  through  liberal  arts  courses. 

But  what  are  the  particular  aspects'' 
Recently,  I  spoke  with  four  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  alumni  in  different  fields  to  find 
out  their  own  criteria  when  looking  for 
new  employees  who  have  recently 
graduated  from  college  They  are:  Frank 
Gleberman,  Southern  California,  '59, 
General  Manager  for  the  New  York  Life 
Insurance  Company  in  Hollywood, 
California  Carl  0.  Petersen, 
l\/1uhlenberg,   49,  a  practicing  attorney  in 
Hollywood,  California;  Theodore  F. 
Straub,  Florida,  '62,  Vice  President  and 
Western  Area  (v/lanager  tor  the  Dietary 
Products  Division  of  American  Hospital 
Supply  Corporation  in  Santa  Ana. 
Calitornia;  and  George  Armendariz, 
Texas  Christian,  '75,  Affirmative  Action 
specialist  for  the  United  California  Bank 
of  Los  Angeles.  Calfornia,  and  formerly 
a  management  recruitment  officer  for 
the  bank,  Armendariz,  Straub,  and 
Petersen,  all  worked  for  the  Fraternity's 
headquarters  staff  following  their 
graduation  from  college. 

Some  of  the  areas  that  they  would 
look  for,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
were  (1)  the  degree  of  responsibility 
demonstrated,  m  either  school  or  out  of 
school  (2)  demonstrated  leadership 
potential,  shown  through  a  person's 
organizational  ability,  and  ability  to 
demonstrate  the  respect  of  their  peers; 
(3)  progression  both  in  and  out  of 
school   This  includes  such  things  as 
added  responsibility,  salary  increase,  or 
progression  in  leadership  positions  (i.e., 
in  the  fraternity,  from  rush  chairman  up 
through  the  ranks  to  president) 

Armendariz  said  he  would  look  for 
some  identification  by  the  job  seeker  of 
a  career  direction.  Does  the  candidate 
know  what  types  of  jobs  are  available  in, 
say,  the  banking  field''  This  illustrates 
that  some  personal  thought  has  been 
given  to  a  job  Also,  a  certain  amount  of 
salesmanship  is  desirable,  something  a 
Sig  Ep  may  experience  and  develop 
through  rushing  prospective  members 
Past  experience  in  customer  contact  is 
good,  like  a  customer  relations  )ob,  or 
work  at,  say,  an  amusement  park, 
restaurant,  or  resort 

Chapter  controllers,  for  example,  who 
are  looking  at  banking  for  a  career, 
must  clearly  define  their  experience  in 
the  fraternity,  said  Armendariz  They 
need  to  include  specific  functions, 
accomplishments,  and  so  on  Finally, 
Armendariz  would  need  to  know  how 
effective  the  candidate  was  as  a 


controller.  For  example,  if  there  was  a 
high  accounts  receivable  problem,  how 
would  the  controller  have  corrected  it? 

Gleberman,  a  life  insurance 
executive,  says  that  he  would  look  for 
other  characteristics  besides  the  three 
common  ones   "I'd  look  for  the  ability  to 
set  goals  and  reach  them,  something 
officers  and  committee  chairman  in  Sig 
Ep  chapters  would  be  able  to  use  as 
experience,"  he  said.  Can  the  individual 
persuade  people  with  common  sense 
(rather  than  a  "snow  job")''  An  example 
here  could  be  success  in  changing  a 
chapter  policy  The  individual  must  be 
able  to  communicate  clearly,  enjoy 
meeting  people,  and  be  good  at  it, 
Gleberman  said.  Finally,  he  would  look 
for  the  candidate's  ability  to  manage 
whatever  financial  means  available  to 
him  (personal  or  otherwise). 

In  preparing  for  the  legal  profession, 
most  candidates  have  some  solidified 
career  goals  early   There  are  still, 
however,  the  problems  of  (1)  entering 
law  school,  and  (2)  getting  that  first 
position  after  graduation.  Petersen  says 
that  aside  from  the  general  criteria, 
another  vital  ability  is  adjusting  to  the 
environment  and  people  with  which  the 
candidate  is  dealing  The  Fraternity  is  a 
great  source  through  its  small  group- 
living  experience.  The  ability  to 
persuade  others  is  important  here  also, 
as  in  banking  and  life  insurance. 

Finally,  Petersen  states  that  a 
demonstrated  acceptance  by  one's 
peers  is  important   "For  example," 
Petersen  said,  "an  election  to  a 
fraternity  leadership  position,  which 
tends  to  result  from  respect  and 
knowledge  of  leadership  ability,  vs.  a 
general  school  election  which  tends  to 
be  rather  political  due  to  the  number  of 
people  voting,  can  be  very  significant" 

For  a  career  in  marketing,  Straub 
advises  that  a  company  in  this  field 
would  look  for  social  and  interpersonal 
skills  inherent  in  fraternity  life.  They  also 
look  for  experiences  that  reflect 
teamwork  such  as  fraternity  committee 
work  or  community  service  projects  A 
chapter  can  also  provide  an  outlet  for 
honing  competitiveness,  also  important 
in  marketing.  Finally,  Straub  looks  for 
self-confidence,  gained  through  personal 
experiences  in  a  competitive  group 
effort 
HOW  DO  YOU  FIND  THAT  DIRECTION'' 

Now  that  the  characteristics 
necessary  in  interviewing  have  been 
discussed,  let's  look  within  and  find 
some  personal  direction.  You  have 
completed  your  college  education  or  are 
about  to,  yet  you  may  find  yourself  in 
the  same  position  as  Ben  Braddock  in 
the  movie,  "The  Graduate;"  the  all- 
Amerlcan  boy  with  a  degree  from  an 
established,  prestigious  school,  captain 
of  the  track  and  debate  teams,  fitting 
the  ideal  company  image  Yet.  Ben  had 
no  idea  what  he  wanted  to  do  His  main 
problem  was  this — he  set  goals  no 
further  than  graduation,  instead  of 
setting  goals  for  a  career. 

What  follows  is  a  way  that  you  can 


help  find  what  career  you  are  best 
suited  for  The  process  deals  on  past 
experiences  in  general,  classifies  them 
into  your  likes  and  dislikes,  and  makes 
you  aware  of  some  talent  areas  that 
could  be  projected  into  meaningful 
careers   It  starts  by  getting  away  from 
all  distractions  and,  taking  as  much 
paper  as  is  necessary,  writing  down  all 
of  your  past  activities,  such  as  part-time 
jobs,  class  projects,  subjects  for  term 
papers,  activities  from  high  school  and 
before,  extracurricular  activities,  and 
fraternity  experiences  (there  are  many 
others) 

After  creating  this  hopefully  lengthy 
list,  separate  the  experiences  you  liked 
from  the  ones  you  did  not  like.  Positive 
factors  could  include  an  experience  that 
was  self-satisfying,  one  in  which  you  felt 
you  made  a  significant  contribution,  or 
something  you  just  enjoyed  doing.  You 
may  find  an  experience  that  you  did  not 
like  doing,  that  failed  the  feeling  of 
satisfaction.  Take  this  into  account 
when  separating  the  pluses  from  the 
minuses,  since  a  challenge  was  faced 
and  conquered,  a  positive  attribute  to 
employers 

When  the  pluses  are  separated  from 
the  minuses,  you  need  to  prioritize 
them  Which  are  more  positive  than  the 
others''  Which  made  you  feel  better'' 
Which  gave  you  more  satisfaction''  Rank 
only  the  top  one-quarter  to  one-third  of 
these  positives. 

Take  a  careful  look  at  those 
experiences  which  you  ranked,  at  their 
specific  functions,  and  then  look  for 
patterns   For  example,  if  you  were  a 
waiter  at  a  restaurant  and  loved  it,  does 
this  mean  that  you  should  be  a 
professional  waiter''  Not  really  (although 
you  may  have  interest  in  restaurant 
work  in  perhaps  management  and 
ownership),  but  look  at  what  you  did 
as  a  waiter.  You  may  have  dealt  with  all 
kinds  of  people,  perhaps  you  enjoyed 
suggesting  a  certain  bottle  of  wine.  You 
might  have  helped  organize  the  flow  of 
traffic  in  and  out  of  the  kitchen  All  of 
this  should  tell  you  something  about 
your  work  preferences 

Some  of  the  patterns  which  may 
develop  include  dealing  with  people, 
persuading  people  to  your  ideas,  dealing 


with  figures,  or  organizing  functions. 
Write  these  findings  down,  for  they  will 
be  the  basis  for  projecting  what  you 
may  have  enjoyed  doing,  and  may  show 
you  what  you  would  enjoy  doing  in  the 
future.  You  will  be  surprised  at  how 
easily  this  can  be  related,  and  how  few 
men  and  women  sit  down  to  go  through 
this  important  step. 

To  get  some  help  in  projecting  these 
experiences,  you  would  need  to  spend 
time  talking  with  people  Sig  Ep  alumni 
could  be  an  invaluable  help  here.  Get 
out  and  talk  with  them,  selecting 
brothers  in  different  fields,  and  find  out 
what  they  like  and  dislike  about  their 
own  particular  jobs   Find  out  if  someone 
with  your  own  interests  and  strengths 
would  satisfactorily  fill  positions  in  your 
selected  field  Also,  you  might  just  find 
out  about  potential  jobs  and  careers  of 
which  you  were  not  previously  aware. 
And.  too,  one  of  these  discussions 
could  lead  to  an  actual  interview  and  a 
job,  given  the  right  set  of 
circumstances. 

In  these  articles  I  have  tried  to 
describe  basic  ideas  to  help  a  person 
decide  what  he  is  best  suited  for  in  a 
career  We  centered  somewhat  around 
the  college  senior,  but  an 
underclassman  or  recently  graduated 
alumnus  could  utilize  this  information. 
The  whole  key  is  career  goals, 

I  wish  to  thank  Brothers  Gleberman, 
Petersen,  Straub,  and  Armendariz  for 
their  help.  These  Sig  Eps  have  found 
career  satisfaction,  and  have  shared 
some  of  their  experience  in  the  hope 
that  it  might  help  others  make  career 
decisions.  Finally,  for  further  study 
refer  to  some  of  the  many  different 
books  published  on  this  subject,  I 
recommend  What  Color  is  Your 
Parachute?,  by  Richard  Boles,  and  Go 
Hire  Yourself  an  Employer,  by  Richard 
Kelly

Reflections  On  Rushing 


Think 
Back. . . 


Volunteer  Spotlight

...  To  your  years  as  a  college  student;  did 
you  ever  notice  that  your  fraternity  experiences 
tend  to  be  among  your  best,  most  vivid 
memories  of  college  years?  They  often  make  us 
wish  we  could  return  to  those  thrilling  days 
when  life  seemed  to  revolve  around  learning, 
excitement,  and  good  friendship. 

Think  back  ...  all  the  way  back  to  your  very 
first  fraternity  experience,  when,  as  a  young, 
ambitious  rushee,  you  first  came  into  contact 
with  Sig  Ep.  Do  you  remember  it? 

Each  year,  some  4,500  young  college  students 
have  that  same  experience,  through  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon,  and  pursue  it  through  pledgeship  to 
initiation  in  chapters  across  the  country.  And 
surprisingly  enough,  today  that  experience 
probably  is  very  similiar  to  when  you  enjoyed  it. 
But,  too,  in  many  ways,  it  is  different. 

How  Fraternity  Rush  Has  Changed 

Men  are  not  now  standing  in  lines  in  front  of 
fraternity  houses  like  they  were  in  the  1940's 
and  50's,  waiting  to  be  invited  inside.  As  rush 
has  evolved,  the  concept  of  the  personal 
approach  has  become  all  important.  Today,  it  is 
ttie  basis  of  a  sound  rush  program. 

Today's  rush  is  ongoing;  that  is,  Sig  Ep 
chapters  reach  a  larger  number  of  prospective 
members  by  rushing  year-round,  and  by  taking 
rush  to  the  rushee,  instead  of  waiting  for  him  to 
approach  the  fraternity.  Making  friends  takes 
time,  more  than  the  traditional  two-week  rushing 
period  allows. 

Many  chapters  are  now  using  a  rush  strategy, 
one  which  concentrates  on  each  particular 
rushee  and  his  interests.  For  example,  rush 
teams,  consisting  of  small  groups  of  brothers, 
involve  rushees  in  various  rush  events,  like 
socials,  study  nights,  sports,  etc.  Each  rush 
team  is  responsible  for  its  assigned  rushees. 
The  members  of  the  teams  also  have  charge  of 
handling  certain  arrangements  for  rush 
functions.  In  short,  many  chapters  have  taken  a 
more  well-defined  organizational  approach  to 
following  up  on  rushees,  executing  rush 
activities,  and  extending  bids  to  pledge  Sig  Ep. 

Also,  chapters  are  now  stressing  leadership 
experience,  extracurricular  activities,  and 
scholastic  achievement  as  necessary  qualities 
for  a  fraternity  man  in  today's  college 
environment.  Research  indicates  that  higher 
education  is  being  taken  more  seriously  by 
incoming  students  today.  It  is  from  this  stance 
that  our  chapters  must  reach  and  appeal  to 
rushees. 

But  one  thing  hasn't  changed  .  .  .  rush  is  still 
very  competitive,  and  that's  good  for  us.  These 
are  challenging  times  for  fraternities.  Students 
demand  much  from  their  schools,  their 
education,  and  from  the  time  and  money  which 
they  invest  in  them.  They  want  to  see  a  return. 
Pledging  statistics  are  higher  today  than  they 
have  seen  since  the  1960s,  when  fraternity 
membership  reached  its  peak.  With  continued 
work  and  constant  assessment,  our  chapters 
may  continue  to  grow,  and  to  meet  the 
challenges  of  the  future. 

Is  rushing  up?  Are  fraternities  becoming  more 
popular?  It's  difficult  to  say,  but  indications  are 
that  rushees  will  continue  to  be  more  difficult  to 
attract,  to  sell  on  joining  a  fraternity.  Our 
chapters  must,  then,  be  different— they  must 
have  the  programs  and  activities  to  attract  the 
more  demanding  students  of  the  future. 


Jerry  L.   Richardson— Bowling 
GreenState  Univ. 

Brother  Richardson  relates 
much  of  his  present  career  path  to 
a  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  undergraduate 
experience.  Jerry  earned  his 
undergraduate  degree  in  Education 
at  Ohio  Kappa  in  1966,  and  has 
stated  that  his  experience  of 
serving  as  Chapter  President 
brought  him  into  contact  with 
university  administrators,  and  that 
prompted  him  to  earn  a  Masters 
degree  in  Student  Personnel.  His 
present  career  position  is  Director 
of  Teacher  Placement  at  Bowling 
Green  State  University,  home  of 
the  Ohio  Kappa  Chapter. 


Richardson 

Jerry  believes  that  his  work  with 
the  undergraduate  chapter  as 
Chapter  Counselor  gives  him  a 
better  understanding  of  the  values 
and  goals  of  today's  young  adults. 
That  insight  helps  him  to  do  a 
better  job  in  helping  all  students  in 
their  search  for  employment,  he 
feels,  because  he  has  a  better 
grasp  of  how  they  think  and  what 
is  important  to  them.  That  same 
insight  helps  him  in  this  volunteer 
work  with  the  Big  Brothers 
organization  in  Bowling  Green,  as 
he  has  been  able  to  use  what  he 
has  learned  from  the  college  age 
student  and  relate  it  to  the  young 
boys  he  has  had  as  little  brothers 
in  the  program. 

Probably  the  greatest  challenge 
Brother  Richardson  has  had  is  in 
motivating  each  of  the  members  to 
measure  up  to  his  potential.  One 
of  Jerry's  goals  has  always  been  to 
help  each  brother  realize  that 
doing  his  best  is  more  important 
than  being  the  best.  Jerry  states  of 
the  undergraduate  members, 
"They  need  to  be  caused  to  reflect 
on  their  values  and  understand 
that  they  will  only  achieve  what 
they  think  they  can  achieve,  and  it 
is  important  that  they  be  allowed 
to  make  mistakes,  so  long  as  they 
learn  from  them." 

Brother  Richardson  has  been 
Chapter  Counselor  and  Faculty 
Advisor  to  Ohio  Kappa  for 
over  five  years.  As  he  says,  "At 
times,  it  has  demanded  a  great 
deal  of  time,  patience,  and 
understanding.  But,  I  don't  mean 
that  as  a  complaint.  If  anyone 
asked  me  if  they  should  tackle  a 
similar  position,  I  would  definitely 
urge  them  to  take  the  plunge.  I 
enjoy  it  more  than  most  people 
could  believe.  I've  gained  a  great 
deal  from  my  association  with 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Fraternity  and 
hope  that,  in  some  small  way,  I 
can  help  others  to  enjoy  the  same 
positive  experience." 


Fred  G.  Long— University  of  Oregon 

Being  able  to  assist  the  active 
members  of  the  Oregon  Beta 
Chapter  when  they  ask  for  advice, 
helping  solve  some  of  the  same 
problems  that  he  experienced 
when  in  the  chapter  as  an 
undergraduate,  seeing  his  efforts 
and  assistance  pay  off  with  a 
smooth-running  and  successful 
operation  of  the  chapter  house, 
and  associating  with  the  caliber  of 
men  now  in  the  undergraduate 
chapter  are  some  of  what  Brother 
Long  experiences  as  Alumni  Board 
President  and  Chapter  Counselor. 
In  those  two  capacities,  Fred  has 
had  a  close  and  cooperative 
association  with  the  actives  and 
alumni  of  the  Oregon  Beta  Chapter 
for  the  last  five  years. 

Brother  Long  states  that  he  has 
noticed  in  the  past  two  years  a 
return  to  some  of  the  more 
traditional  activities  and  thinking 
on  the  part  of  the  undergraduates, 
and  it  is  now  "more  like  it  used  to 
be."  Major  challenges  confronting 
his  chapter  are  maintaining  a  full 
level  of  occupancy  in  the  house, 
financial  integrity  and  stability, 
improving  on  rush  and  pledge 
training,  and  maintaining  an 
academic  orientation  and 
environment.  Brother  Long's  major 
challenge  as  Chapter  Counselor, 
as  he  sees  it,  is  maintaining  a 
favorable,  working  relationship 
with  the  undergraduates  and 
acting  as  liaison  between  them 
and  the  Alumni  Board  and 
Corporation.

Aging  In  America  . . .  Handling  A  Growing  Need

Death  and  taxes,  we  are  told,  are 
the  only  absolutes  in  life.  But  are 
they? 

Growing  old  surely  merits  equal 
ranking,  for  each  of  us  is  aging  every 
moment  of  every  day. 

This  article  concerns  aging,  our 
society  and  how  we  act  toward  our 
elders.  It  is  not  a  particularly  pleasing 
story,  nor  an  encouraging  one,  but  it 
tells  us  of  a  situation  we  must 
confront  In  life,  either  now  or  later.  I 
suggest  the  time  is  long  overdue. 

Modern  America  is  on  a  30  year 
youth  craze.  People  seek  to  eternalize 
their  appearance  as  youthful,  and  to 
reflect  the  mores  of  the  young. 

As  children,  our  first  Christian 
teaching  involved  learning  and 
following  the  Golden  Rule.  But 
perhaps  our  recent  enamoration  with 
the  youth  culture  has  led  us  to 
abandon  this  teaching  as  it  regards 
older  persons.  Woefully  lost  In  this 
age-conscious  time  is  the  older 
citizen  in  America.  Consider  the 
following  real  circumstances 
occuring  in  virtually  every  community 
in  America: 

1.  Grandparents  are  often  sent  to 
nursing  homes,  not  due  to 
debilitating  circumstances,  or 
for  physical  recuperation,  but 
because  he  or  she  is  in  the 
way,  no  longer  wanted. 

2.  Older  persons  fear  leaving 
home  because  of  their  fear  of 
criminals;  they  are  easy  marks, 
offering  little  or  no  resistance. 

3.  Serious  illness  strikes  an 
elderly  family,  destroying  their 
savings  and  income  earning 
capacity  simultaneously. 

4.  Persons  between  ages  65  and 
72  are  forced  into  retirement 
because  of  an  added  50% 
taxation  of  their  incomes  by 
virtue  of  an  earnings  limit 
against  their  Social  Security 
benefits. 


5.  Automobile  insurance  is  often 
cancelled. 

6.  Limited,  fixed  incomes  cannot 
afford  higher  and  higher  energy 
costs,  and  sometimes  even 
result  in  utility  cut-offs. 

7.  Life-long  careers  halted,  often 
at  their  apex  of  achievement, 
by  the  arbitrary  age  of  65, 
directly  resulting  in  loss  of 
purpose  and  challenge. 

8.  Plans  for  retirement  income 
quickly  destroyed  by  runaway 
Inflation. 

9.  Government  programs, 
ostensibly  promoting  help  and 
security  for  the  aging, 
tunneling  nearly  all  funds  into 
highly  paid  bureaucratic  staffs 
and  overhead.  Big  promises 
with  little  delivery. 

Changing  Trends,  and  The  Elderly 

In  the  years  following  World  War  II, 
American  technology  transformed  our 
family  and  community-oriented  lives 
to  a  new,  more  national  existence. 
Television  invaded  our  homes, 
bringing  a  new  generation  of  heroes, 
ideals,  attitudes  and  morals. 

Middle  America,  as  well  as  the 
other  groups  within  our  society, 
became  enchanted  with  youth 
images,  rock  music  and  the  trappings 
of  affluence. 

Accordingly,  the  new  values  took 
the  place  of  the  older  ones,  and  a 
society  which  has  revered  its  elders 
from  before  the  days  of  Ben  Franklin, 
pushed  aside  caution  and  wisdom  in 
favor  of  dependence  on  new  ideas 
and  youth  leadership. 

The  very  ones  who  worked  hardest 
to  build  the  nation,  the  lifestyle  of 
her  people  and  the  freedoms  all 
enjoy,  are  left  at  the  hands  of 
government  for  care. 

A  quick  look  at  any  government 
would  see  the  immortal  words  of 
Aristotle  which  reflect  no  government 
can  be  any  better  than  its  people. 


Government's  response  to  the 
thrust  of  this  class  of  people  upon  its 
largess  has  indeed  been  a  mirror 
reflection  of  the  sum  of  the 
individuals  which  comprise  Its 
constituents. 

Americans  must  re-klndle  their 
spirit  of  helpfulness  and 
understanding.  Each  of  us  must  take 
the  initiative  to  do  for  others,  and  not 
rely  on  government  to  do  for  us. 

Families  must  concern  themselves 
with  the  plight  of  their  own  members, 
and  not  expect  others  to  assume 
their  own  obligations.  And  clubs, 
organizations  and  other  groups  must 
open  their  hearts  and  resources  to 
the  improvement  of  life's  quality  in 
their  communities. 

But  there  is  valid  need  for  even 
greater  activity.  America  must  re- 
direct her  national  commitment  to 
heed  the  voice  of  experience.  There 
is  no  better  teacher  than  the  past, 
and  it  is  certain  many  of  the  errors  of 
the  sixties  and  the  seventies  have 
resulted  from  a  lack  of  that  vital 
ingredient  in  the  decision  processes. 

There  could  be  no  greater  example 
of  the  place  of  the  elder  in  the 
relationship  between  young  and  old 
than  in  the  fraternity  situation  where 
tradition  is  vividly  inculcated  into  the 
new  brothers.  There  is  an 
appreciation  of  the  advice  and 
guidance  of  alumni,  and  a 
commensurate  gratification  from  the 
alumni  for  the  energy  and  enthusiasm 
for  achievement  by  the  active 
brothers.  This  is  not  a  one  time 
feeling,  but  a  lasting,  ever-renewing 
experience. 

To  correct  the  imbalance  In  society 
today,  seniors  have  united  into  a 
number  of  senior  citizens  groups  to 
represent  their  interests  before 
government.  These  groups  claim  to 
espouse  the  best  programs  for  the 
aging,  even  though  they  are  poles 
apart  in  their  approaches. 


Bill  Krug,  Georgia's  Defensive  Key 


William  Anthony  Krug,  known  as 
"BIN"  at  the  University  of  Georgia, 
is  exemplary  of  a  true  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon.  An  All  American  nominee. 
Bill  is  an  outstanding  rover  back, 
loved  and  admired  by  teammates 
and  brothers,  and  feared  by 
opposing  players.  Bill's  number  42 
jersey  is  synonomous  with 
"trouble"  for  opposing  players. 

Born  22  years  ago  In  Suitland, 
Maryland,  Bill  was  destined  to  be  a 
fine  football  player.  At  the 
conclusion  of  his  sophomore  year 
at  Georgia,  he  was  picked  for  the 
second  team  AII-S.E.C.  squad,  and 
for  the  Sophomore  All  America 
team.  During  the  1976  spring 
training  drills.  Bill  made  enough 
bone-crushing  tackles  to  be  voted 
the  "Best  Tackier"  award.  In 
Georgia's  21-0  upset  of  Alabama, 
Bill  was  picked  "Defensive  Player 
of  the  Week"  by  Sports  Illustrated.

prestigious  AII-S.E.C.  team  and 
was  an  Honorable  Mention  All- 
Amerlcan  choice  In  the  U.P.I,  and 
A. P.  polls.  This  past  summer.  Bill 
was  chosen  as  a  pre-season  Ail- 
American  by  Playboy  Magazine. 
Bill  pledged  the  Georgia  Delta 
chapter  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  in 
the  fall  of  last  year,  and  he  has 


become  involved  in  all  of  Georgia 
Delta's  activities,  including  earning 
a  starting  position  on  the  Sig  Ep 
basketball  team.  Bill  has  been  an 
especially  valuable  aid  in  public 
relations  and  rush.  He  is 
considered  by  local  sportswriters 
to  be  the  "best  interview  on  the 
team,"  and  utilizes  his  "gift  of 
gab"  in  rush  and  in  general 
campus  activities.  When  asked 
about  his  plans.

Perhaps  the  hero 
of  the  1980  Super  Bowl  will  be  Sig 
Ep  Bill  Krug! 


The  newest  is  the  National  Alliance 
of  Senior  Citizens,  a  more 
conservative  organization  focusing 
primarily  on  reduced  inflation  through 
reduced  deficit  spending  and  the 
crime  situation  relating  to  the  aging. 
The  Alliance  is  the  only  group  not  to 
accept  government  funding,  stating 
their  view  that  funds  for  the  aging 
should  go  to  the  aging  and  not  to 
their  organizations. 

Among  the  few  things  on  which 
these  diverse  groups  are  united 
include  their  opposition  to  mandatory 
retirement,  their  support  of  a  new, 
more  vital  image  for  older  persons 
and  a  renewed  role  for  seniors  in  the 
structure  of  our  society. 

The  ability  of  our  society  to  accept 
seniors  in  the  role  of  experienced 
elders  with  sage  advice  will 
determine  its  future.  There  should  be 
a  close  look  given  to  the  fraternity 
structure  where  persons  of  all  ages 
work  together  to  assure  the 
continuity  of  basic  values  and 
traditional  education. 

The  sooner  such  a  society 
emerges,  the  more  promising  our 
opportunities  for  developing  a  lasting 
society  will  become. 

Aging  must  be  a  desirable, 
enjoyable  and  proud  experience,  not 
a  relegation  into  oblivion. 

Let  us  not  delay!

George  M.  McSherry,  Ohio  State 

Living  across  the  street  from 
Orville  Wright,  the  pioneer  of 
Aviation,  and  listening,  50  years 
ago,  on  his  front  porch  as  Charles 
Lindbergh  discribed  his  just 
completed  first  solo  trans-Atlantic 
flight.  Brother  fy/lcSherry  grew  to 
become  a  major  figure  in  the  air 
transport  industry. 

He  operated,  designed,  or  built 
many  of  the  major  airports  in  the 
United  States.  In  doing  so,  he 
attracted  the  attention  of  national

magazines  through  his 
accomplishments  and  because  of 
his  fame,  assisted  with  the  movie 
"Airport"  as  Chief  Technical 
Advisor,  and  the  subject  of  the 
character  portrayed  by  Burt 
Lancaster.  Although  now  retired 
from  active  airport  management. 
Brother  McSherry  continues  to 
oversee  the  designing  and 
construction  of  major  airports 
around  the  world. 


Citation  Recipient  George  McSherry 
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Not  many  people  can  claim  that 
they  got  their  early  training  in 
aviation  from  Orville  Wright  himself, 
or  for  that  matter,  that  they  lived 
across  the  street  from  him  for  23 
years,  mowed  his  lawn,  and  skied 
down  his  hill. 

And  not  many  people  can  say  that 
the  part  of  Mel  Bakersfeld,  the  airport 
manager  in  the  movie  Airport,  was 
fashioned  after  them.  But  then,  not 
many  people  have  been  fortunate 
enough  to  distinguish  themselves  as 
manager  of  some  of  the  worlds 
busiest  airports  during  the  advent  of 
the  Jet  Age.  One  who  has.  though,  is 
Brother  George  M.  McSherry.  Ohio 
State.  '33.  who  can  claim  all  these 
things,  and  much  more.  Brother 
McSherry.  for  all  of  his  distinction  in 
this  field,  was  one  of  eiaht  brothers 
to  receive  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
Citation  at  the  35th  Grand  Chapter 
Conclave  in  Hot  Springs.  Arkansas, 
on  August  20. 

Twenty  years  ago.  Americans  read 
stories  in  such  magazines  as  The 
Saturday  Evening  Post,  and 
American,  of  the  awesome  job  of 
running  the  "city  within  a  city"  called 
Idlewild  Airport,  and  of  McSherry's 
talent  at  maneuvering  the  special 


demands  on  the  facility,  making  him 
"several  kinds  of  engineers,  an 
aviator,  a  security  officer,  a  public 
relations  expert,  a  traffic  expediter, 
an  agronomist,  a  business  man.  a 
diplomat,  and  even  a  lifeguard."  He 
spent    from    1948-1957    as    head    of 
Idlewild.     now     John     F.     Kennedy 
International  Airport. 

"Orville  Wright  taught  me 
aerodynamics  in  his  living  room  in 
Dayton.  Ohio  when  I  was  a  kid.  using 
textbooks  which  I  had  to  dig  up 
wherever  I  could.  Of  course.  I  had  to 
mow  his  lawn  in  exchange,  so  I  didn't 
make  much  money  at  it.  at  least 
then."  he  recalls.  McSherry  went  on 
to  Ohio  State  University,  to  study 
engineering  and  business 
administration.  There  he  joined 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  He  recalled, 
once  reacquainted.  that  he  had 
known  Brother  Harry  D.  Kurtz,  a 
former  Grand  President  of  the 
Fraternity  and  now  Vice  President  of 
the  Educational  Foundation,  also  of 
the  Ohio  State  Chapter.  "Harry  had 
pledged  the  year  I  graduated."  he 
said.  The  two  were  reunited  at  the 
Hot  Springs  Grand  Chapter  Conclave. 

After  graduating.  McSherry  became 
Station  Manager  for  an  airline  at 
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Dayton  Airport,  and  as  air  controller 
for  two  years,  also  acted  as  copilot 
when  one  was  needed  on  a  run  to 
Cincinnati  or  Columbus.  He  proudly 
explains  that  his  commercial  pilot's 
license  number  is  the  oldest  of  any 
pilot  flying  today  (when  learning  to 
fly.  he  soloed  in  just  two  weeks). 

When  W.P.A.  funds  paid  for  a  new 
airport  in  Dayton.  McSherry  became  its 
first  Manager  and  air  traffic  control 
chief,  and  served  for  seven  years 
before  his  success  caught  the 
attention  of  the  Port  of  New  York 
Authority,  which  was  preparing  to 
acquire  Idlewild  in  the  late  1940's. 

In  1957.  McSherry  moved  from 
Idlewild  to  help  design,  construct, 
and  then  manage  the  Miami.  Florida 
International  Airport.  In  two  years,  he 
left  Miami  for  Los  Angeles 
International  Airport  in  California  as 
Assistant  General  Manager  of 
Planning  and  Operations,  performing 
the  functions  as  Manager,  and 
supervising  operation  of  all  of  the 
other  sea  airports.  He  served  in  Los 
Angeles  until  his  retirement  from 
"active  airport  management"  in  1970. 

It  was  during  these  years  in  Los 
Angeles  that  he  came  to  know  Arthur 
Haley,  author  of  the  book  Airport. 
After  spending  three  days  with 
McSherry.  getting  anecdotes  on  his 
experiences.  Haley's  book  was 
published,  achieved  overnight 
success,  and  the  movie  was  begun. 
McSherry  served  as  Chief  Technical 
Advisor  for  the  motion  picture,  and 
still  corresponds  with  its  author. 

A  Hair-Raising  Job 

It  didn't  take  long  for  McSherry  to 
recall  his  "hairiest"  experience  as  an 
airport  manager.  Just  before 
Christmas,  on  December  19.  1954,  he 
was  sitting  in  his  car  on  an  Idlewild 
parking  apron  with  his  radiophone 
tuned  to  the  control  tower  frequency. 
All  at  once  he  felt  a  concussion,  and 
heard  a  dull  explosion.  He  saw  thick, 
black  smoke  rising  far  out  in  Jamaica 
Bay  at  the  end  of  one  of  the  airport's 
runways,  when  the  tower  reported 
that  an  Italian  Airlines  DC-6  had  hit 
the  end  of  a  2,500  foot  approach  light 
pier. 

Speeding  to  the  scene,  he  spotted 
two  men  in  the  water,  dove  through 
the  flames  into  the  icy  water,  and 


maneuvered  the  only  two  survivors  to 
rescuers;  the  other  26  passengers 
were  killed.  He  did  this  in  spite  of  his 
operation  months  earlier  for  a  slipped 
disc,  which  required  him  to  wear  an 
orthopedic  girdle.  Despite  his  pain 
and  exhaustion,  he  had  to  be  ordered 
to  leave  the  scene  by  doctors  and 
superiors. 

McSherry  has  handled  sticky  press 
demands,  greeted  and  set  up 
accommodations  for  Winston 
Churchill  and  scores  of  other  world 
diplomats,  made  celebrities  and  VIP's 
comfortable,  and  juggled 
arrangements  for  the  necessary 
security  involved  in  each  visit.  He 
was  described  as  a  "serene  and 
amiable  man.  softspoken  and  kindly," 
whose  job  it  was  to  perform  with  the 
precision  and  calm  of  an  orchestra 
leader  in  a  world  of  rushed 
passengers,  and  schedule-pressing 
air  carriers  from  all  parts  of  the 
globe. 

And  now.  he  says.  "I  retired  to  do 
something  else,  not  to  sit  down."  So. 
currently  he  is  working  as  an  advisor 
for  airport  design,  and  has  worked  on 
nine  airports  in  Micronesia.  He  Is  the 
airport  advisor  to  the  President  of  the 
Northrop  Corporation.  Director  of 
Airport  Projects  world-wide  for  an 
engineering  firm  In  Chicago,  serves 
as  a  consultant  for  the  Hartford- 
Springfield  Regional  Airport  master 
plan  in  Connecticut,  advises  a  San 
Francisco  firm  on  an  airport  project 
In  Saudi  Arabia,  and  Is  an  honorary 
life  member  of  the  American 
Association  of  Airport  Executives. 

In  his  limited  free  time.  McSherry 
enjoys  playing  golf  near  his  Palm 
Harbor.  Florida  home  in  between 
trips  to  Washington.  D.C.  and 
overseas.  Among  the  many  panels 
and  committees  he  has  served  on.  in 
1960-1965  he  was  Chairman  of  the 
SST  (Supersonic  Transport)  Planning 
Committee  for  the  Airport  Operators 
Council  International.  Of  the 
controversial  plane,  he  says.  "I  think 
it  is  needed  for  long-range  Pacific 
flights.  Once  the  plane  can  fly  at 
higher  altitudes  In  order  to  dissipate 
the  sonic  booms,  it  will  come  about." 
He's  quick  to  assure  you  that  aviation 
planners  "are  way  ahead  of  what  we 
see  at  airports  today.  Aviation  is  still 
I  a  young  industry!" 


Bruce  Blackburn,  University  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio  Theta 


For  the  past  several  years, 
Brother  Blackburn's  design  has 
flown  over  nearly  every  community 
in  America,  been  printed  on 
postage  stamps,  books,  letters, 
and  brochures;  his  red  white  and 
blue  spangled  star,  symbol  of 
America's  Bicentennial 
celebration,  has  traveled  the  world 
representing  the  United  States, 
and  its  people. 


Today  he  is  in  the  first  rank  of 
American  commercial  designers, 
serving  as  a  consultant  to  major 
corporations  and  to  the  United 
States  government.  He  has  written 
a  book  for  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts,  is  a 
principle  in  his  own  New  York 
design  firm,  and  was  designer  of 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  contemporary 
red  heart  symbol.

Frank  J.  Ruck,  Jr., 
Grand  Treasurer 

Initiated  in  1944  by  the 
University  of  Michigan, 
Michigan  Alpha  Chapter, 
Brother  Ruck  served  the 
Fraternity  as  Staff 
Representative  for  four 
years,  and  later  as  Assistant 
Executive  Director  and 
Office  Manager  at 
Headquarters  until  1955.  In 
1 969,  he  was  first  elected 
Grand  Treasurer  (two-year  term);  he  is  now  serving  his 
fourth  term  in  that  office  He  also  attended  the 
University  of  Notre  Dame,  received  his  BBA  Degree 
from  Michigan,  and  his  MBA  in  1961  from  the 
University  of  Chicago  Graduate  School  of  Business. 
Brother  Ruck  is  Vice  President  and  Senior  Financial

'Leadership  Seminars  on  Saturday  morning 
and  afternoon  were  held  for  undergraduates, 
featuring  speaker  Michael  Frank,  who  heads  a 
professional  training  and  consulting  firm, 
speaking  to  the  brothers  on  motivation  of 
chapter  members.  Also  discussed  was  "What  do 
we  have  to  sell,  and  how  do  we  sell  it?" 
Brothers  also  attended  mini-seminars  on  various 
aspects  of  chapter  operations,  a  workshop  on 
rushing  techniques,  points  and  presentations  on 
the  future  of  college  fraternities.

The  Order  of  the  Golden  Heart,  the 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Citation,  and  the  Buchanan 
Outstanding  Chapter  Award.  And  for  the  sixth 
Conclave  in  a  row,  the  traditional  stand-down 
was  won  by  former  Grand  Presidents  Larkin 
Bailey,  and  Walter  G.  Fly;  both  were  attending 
their  20th  Conclave! 

'Elections  on  Sunday  afternoon  of  the 
National  Board  of  Directors  climaxed  the  two 
full  days  of  conclave  activities,  with  the 
Nominations  Committees'  slate  of  candidates 
being  elected.  John  W.  Hartman,  a  member  of

At  the  Grand  Chapter  Conclave  in  Hot  Springs,  more  than  50  alumni  took 
part  in  the  two  alumni  Cybernetics  Programs  which  were  designed  to  give 
direct  feedbacl<  to  the  Headquarters  staff  on  the  types  of  activities  and 
programs  alumni  feel  are  most  important  to  the  involvement  of  alumni 
nationwide.  Here  are  the  recommendations,  based  upon  the  many  topics 
discussed  during  the  weekend. 

Communications  and  information  most  important  to  alumni. 

1.  During  chapter  visits  by  Regional  Directors,  Headquarters  and  the 
local  chapters  should  schedule  meetings  with  area  alumni. 

2.  Undergraduates  must  submit  articles  to  the  Journal. 

3.  Investigate  advertising  in  the  Journal  to  assist  with  publication  costs. 

4.  More  alumni  profiles  in  the  Journal. 

Recommendations  on  programs,  materials,  approaches  for  fielping  to  instill 
in  the  undergraduates  the  notion  that  they  are  Sig  Eps  for  life  . . .  how  to 
start  "training"  to  be  good  alumni: 

1.  More  emphasis  on  alumni  in  the  Journal. 

2.  More  indoctrination  of  active  brothers  and  pledge  classes  on  the 
practical  benefits  a  fraternity  offers  after  graduation. 

3.  More  attendance  at  District  and  Regional  meetings. 

4.  Interstate  and  intradistrict  rush  programs. 

5.  Founder's  Day  banquets. 

6.  Encourage  alumni  to  return  to  their  chapters  as  often  as  possible. 
Recommendations  on  what  makes  a  good  alumni  relations  program: 

1.  Recognize  the  value  and  importance  of  alumni  involvement. 

2.  Have  a  small  committee  in  the  chapter  to  contact  all  local  alumni  by 
telephone  or  personal  visits. 

3.  Invite  alumni  and  wives  to  dinner  periodically. 

4.  Make  alumni  feel  needed! 

5.  Use  Alumni  Board  members  to  pull  others  into  service. 

6.  Publish  a  chapter  newsletter  regularly. 

7.  Maintain  an  alumni  address  file. 

8.  Do  not  always  ask  for  money. 

9.  When  an  alumnus  is  active,  be  sure  he  feels  needed. 

These  are  some  of  the  major  recommendations  to  come  from  alumni 
during  the  Grand  Chapter  sessions.  The  participants  were  outspoken  on 
their  feelings  about  national  and  local  involvement  of  alumni,  and  their 
feedback  makes  for  interesting  reading  for  any  Sig  Ep  alumnus!  If  you 
would  like  a  copy  of  the  11-page  summary  of  Grand  (Chapter  Alumni 
Feedback,  please  write  to  Bill  Hoke,  Alumni  Affairs  Director  at 
Headquarters  and  he  will  be  glad  to  send  you  a  copy. 

Alumni,  like  yourself,  do  have  a  vested  interest  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  and 
in  its  activities.  Perhaps  our  challenge  in  this  area  was  best  enunciated 
during  the  Grand  Chapter  by  Judge  Earle  W.  Frost,  one  of  our  former  Grand 
Presidents,  who  said,  "Our  biggest  problem  in  developing  active  alumni  is 
to  motivate  and   dedicate  our  active  members  in  the  belief  that  our 
brotherhood  is  for  life,  not  just  for  four  years  in  college.  We  are  losing 
active  alumni  because  our  active  members  are  not  being  sufficiently 
motivated  in  college  '

Ozarks  in  Clarksville,  Arkansas. 

As  Senior  Vice  President  of  the 
Bank  of  Mississippi,  he  won,  for 
three  consecutive  years,  the 


highest  achievement  award  of  the 
Nationwide  Bank  Marketing 
Association.  At  the  same  time,  he 
began  teaching  at  Rutgers 
University  in  New  Jersey,  and  still 
does.  Utilizing  his  Ph.D.  in 
economics  and  statistics,  he 
entering  higher  education  as  Vice 
President  of  the  nation's  oldest 
womens  college,  and  since  1974 
has  been  President  of  the  College 


of  the  Ozarks.  Since  that  time,  that 
Institution's  enrollment  has  risen 
over  40%,  and  its  capital  gifts 
campaign  was  launched  and 
completed  in  just  one  year.

Professional  Management  Staff 

Our  senior  staff  was  reorganized  last  spring  to 
provide  emphasis  to  the  areas  of  operation  we 
feel  are  critical  to  our  future.  Journal  Editor  Bill 
Hoke  was  appointed  Alumni  Affairs  Director  and 
will  be  directing  our  new  alumni  program,  which 
is  designed  to  provide  many  opportunities  for 
participation  by  our  alumni  brothers.  J.  Tim 
Biddle  was  appointed  Leadership  Education 
Director  and  will  be  developing  professional 
leadership  training  programs  for  undergraduates 
and  alumni  volunteers.  Ken  Maddox  was 
appointed  Chapter  Development  Director  and 
will  be  concentrating  on  programs  for  problem 
chapter  situations  and  our  expansion  program. 
Tim  Kisner  was  appointed  Chapter  Services 
Director  and  will  be  coordinating  our  major 
services  to  undergraduate  chapters,  and  with 
them,  developing  our  "Chapter  Expectations." 

This  management  staff  is  as  fine  and  talented 
a  group  of  brothers  as  has  ever  been  assembled 
to  work  for  your  Fraternity.

Chapter  Quality 


Alumni  Program 

At  the  35th  Grand  Chapter  Conclave, 
legislation  was  enacted  to  establish  new 
opportunities  for  alumni  participation.  The 
emphasis  is  on  contact  and  programs  for  alumni 
from  the  local  chapter  level.  The  newly-created 
position  of  Chapter  Alumni  Advisor  on  each 
chapter's  Alumni  Board  is  the  key  element  in 
this  program.  With  the  guidance  of  the  Chapter 
Alumni  Advisor,  communications  to  chapter 
alumni  should  improve  dramatically.  The 
Conclave  also  authorized  the  recognition  of 
Chapter  Alumni  Associations,  which  consist  of 
alumni  organized  for  the  support  of  a  particular 
chapter. 

There  are  other  important  aspects  of  the 
alumni  program  which  you  will  be  reading  about. 
The  importance  of  alumni  involvement  with  the 
local  chapter  cannot  be  overstated  and  this 
program  holds  great  promise  for  developing  this 
involvement.

Foundation 

Perhaps  the  single  most  important  area  for 
our  success  as  we  move  Toward  a  Century  of 
Brotherhood  is  our  Educational  Foundation.  The 
Foundation  will  be  instrumental  in  our 
leadership  education  program,  our  academic 
program,  and  in  emphasis  on  the  quality  of  life 
in  our  chapters  through  the  Expectations 
program. 

The  Fraternity's  commitment  to  tne 
Educational  Foundation  is  evidenced  by  the 
National  Board  of  Directors'  transfer  of  the 
Living  Endowment  annual  giving  program  to  the 
Foundation  in  1978.  You  will  be  hearing  a  lot 
more  about  the  Foundation  in  the  coming  year.

As  the  statistics  you  will  review  point  out,  we 
have  had  a  good  year.

Dedicated  Missouri  Alpha  Brother,  Fred  Veinfurt,  Dies 


Fred  G.  Veinfurt,  Order  of  the 
Golden  Heart,  and  long-time 
Missouri  Alpha  Alunnni  Board 
member  died  in  September  of 
cancer. 

Continuously  since  World  War  II, 
Brother  Veinfurt  has  played  a  key 
role  In  the  development  of  the 
Missouri  Alpha  Chapter  at  the 
University  of  Missouri.  From  the 
time  that  he  helped  as  an 
undergraduate  to  reacquire  the 
chapter  house,  which  had  been 
rented  during  the  War  to  a  sorority, 
until  the  dedication  last  spring  of 
the  chapter's  new  dormitory  wing, 
Fred  Veinfurt  was  a  devoted  leader 
and  supporter  all  along  the  way.  In 
the  early  1950s,  he  led  fund  raising 
drives  to  improve  the  chapter 
house.  A  few  years  later,  he  was 
instrumental  in  the  purchase  of  an 
additional  piece  of  property 
adjoining  the  chapter  house,  which 
would  later  prove  essential  to  the 
chapter's  recent  expansion. 

Missouri  Alpha  has  weathered 
many  storms  under  Brother 
Velnfurt's  leadership.  During  the 
latter  part  of  the  1960s,  the  chapter 
experienced  a  severe  drop  in 
membership,  and  Fred  was  ready 
to  do  his  part  to  turn  it  around.  As 
a  dedicated  Alumni  Board  member, 
he  joined  with  some  of  the 
younger  alumni  from  the  chapter 
to  help  lead  the  chapter  to 
recovery.  He  injected  new  vigor 
and  vitality  into  Missouri  Alpha 
during  that  time,  and  again  led  a 
drive  to  renovate  the  existing 
chapter  house  in  1963  and  1964.  In 
the  late  1960s  and  early  1970s, 
while  he  was  still  an  Alumni  Board 
member,  chapter  membership 
reached  over  100  men.  At  that 
point,  he  again  saw  a  need  for 
further  renovation,  and  plans  for 
the  new  dormitory  wing  began. 

"Through  much  of  the  time 
since  I  pledged  Missouri  Alpha  in 
1955,  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to 
know  Fred  Veinfurt,  and  to  work 
closely  with  him,"  said  Grand 
President  John  W.  Hartman,  also 
an  alumnus  of  the  Missouri  Alpha 
Chapter.  "I  know  that  the  brothers 
who  came  into  contact  with  Fred

Waldo  Schmitt,  Well  Known 
Smithsonian  Figure,  Dies  at  90 


Waldo  L.  Schmitt,  George 
Washington,  '13,  retired  curator  of 
biology  at  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  in  Washington  D.C, 
known  to  many  as  one  of  the 
Institution's  "Grand  Old  Man," 
died  at  the  age  of  90  on  August  5, 
1977. 

Brother  Schmitt,  an  active  and 
loyal  participant  in  the  Fraternity's 
National  Capital  Alumni  Chapter 
for  more  than  60  years,  joined  the 
Smithsonian  in  1914,  before 
receiving  his  Ph.D.  from  George 
Washington  University  in  1922,  and 
went  on  to  work  for  the 
Smithsonian  for  43  years  before 
his  official  retirement  in  1957. 
However,  he  continued  to  work  for 
the  Institution  after  that  time. 

Brother  Schmitt  traveled  the 
world  in  search  of  specimens, 
making  his  last  collecting  trip  in 
1962  to  Antarctica,  where  a  30-mile 
series  of  ice-covered  outcroppings 


is  named  Schmitt  Mesa,  in  his 
honor.  He  was  specialist  in 
Decapoda,  the  Order  of 
Crustaceans  which  includes 
lobsters,  shrimp,  and  crabs.  In  the 
late  1930s,  Dr.  Schmitt's  expert 
knowledge  of  the  marine  life  along 
the  coast  of  South  America  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of 
President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt, 
when  the  President  was 
considering  a  fishing  trip  to  that 
area. 

At  the  Smithsonian,  Brother 
Schmitt  became  curator  of  the 
Division  of  Marine  invertebrates  in 
1920,  and  head  curator  of  the 
Department  of  Biology  in  1943.  He 
published  more  than  70  scientific 
papers,  and  was  known  for  helping 
young  biologists  zoologists.  He 
was  a  member,  founder,  or  officer 
of  dozens  of  scientific  and 
educational  groups. 


and  worked  with  him,  grew  to  love 
him.  We  all  received  great 
inspiration  and  direction  from  his 
continued  support  for  Missouri 
Alpha.  Of  our  three  cardinal 
principals,  Fred  most  exemplified 
Diligence,  through  his  hard  work, 
through  periods  of  adversity  as 
well  as  periods  of  prosperity,  at 
Missouri  Alpha." 

Brother  Veinfurt  was  also  a 
leader  in  the  Boy  Scout  movement 
in  the  St.  Louis,  Missouri  area,  and 
was  active  as  a  Mason,  helping  to 
guide  young  people  through  the 
organization's  Demolay  segment. 

He  was  presented  the  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  Order  of  the  Golden  Heart 
at  the  75th  Anniversary  Grand 
Chapter  Conclave  in  St.  Louis  in 
1975.  At  their  recent  Homecoming, 
the  Missouri  Alpha  brothers 
dedicated  a  special  plaque  to 
Brother  Veinfurt,  which  will  be 
permanently  displayed  in  the 
chapter  house,  commemorating 
the  Fred  G.  Veinfurt  Scholarship 
Fund  for  Missouri  Alpha.
